James L. Ford Jr., a vice-presi- 
dent of the First National Bank, 
was elected chairman of Mayor 
Dickmann’s new Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, at the committee's 
first meeting in the Mayor's of- 
fice today. 

Kelton E. White, former part- 
ner in a brokerage firm, was 
named as vice-chairman. John B. 

Sullivan, secretary to the Mayor, 
will be the committee’s secretary. 

After luncheon at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, attended by the Mayor, the 
seven members of the committee 
and its two research advisers, the 
committee went into an all-after- 
noon conference, to acquaint the 
members with all phases of the 
problem and to begin the planning 
of an attack on the old smoke evil, 
which, the Mayor has said, will 
mean “action, not just another re- 

rt.” 

“Informing Ourselves First.” 
Chairman Ford, at the luncheon 


recess, said to reporters that the 


committee would take advantage of 
the presence of both its research 
advisers, Dr. M. M. Leighton, chief 
of the Illinois Geological Survey, 
and Dr. H. A. Buehler of Rolla, 
State Geologist of Missouri. The 
other members of the committee 
are Chase Ulman, real estate dealer 
and builder, who was named by 


the Mayor yesterday, and those pre- 


viously appointed, Smoke Commis- 
sioner R. R. Tucker, Dr. Alphonse 
McMahon, retiring president of the 
St. Louis Medical Society, and Gas- 
ton DuBois, vice-president of Mon- 
santo Chemical Co. 

“We are informing ourselves 
first,” Chairman Ford said. “Cer- 
tainly we are not attempting to 
formulate any solution until we feel 
that we have sufficient knowledge 
of the situation. We are meeting 
all day because Dr. Leighton and 
Dr. Buehler are with us. 

“The consensus was that we 
should meet quite frequently, par- 
ticularly at the start. It was the 
desire of every person to go ahead 
with the problem as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Later we may meet less fre- 
quently, as we shall then have to 
Swait reports, and matters of that 
sort. 

Won't Suggest Plan Soon. 

In explaining that the commit- 
tee expected to take some time

OF RUSSIAN SHP IN ORIENT 


Vessel Crowded With 


Fishermen, Wives and 


Children Goes Aground on Japanese 
Coast — 395 Rescued. 


WAKKANAI, Hokkaido, Japan, 
Dec. 13 (AP).—More than 700 Rus- 
sians, including women and chil- 
dren, were missing today and 
thought to have been drowned or 
frozen to death in the wreck of the 
Russian steamer Indigirka on the 
treacherous coast of Hokkaido. 

The Japanese ship Karafuto ar- 
rived here with 395 survivors from 
the crowded Russian fishing service 
vessel, which went aground in a 
blizzard yesterday on the east 
coast of Hokkaido, northernmost of 
the main Japanese islands. 

Survivors, most of whom were 
suffering from exposure, said the 
ship carried 1100 fishermen, many 
accompanied by wives and children, 
and a crew of 39. 

The scene of the wreck is on one 
route between fishing stations on 
the Kamchatka Peninsula and 
Vladivostok. 

(Reports received in Tokyo said 
— were known to have died on the 
Indigirka.) 


Survivors said the Indigirka sent 
out one SOS before huge waves 
smashed its radio room. Because of 
the blinding snow it was unable to 
give its position accurately, 

The storm held possible rescue 
ships in port throughout yesterday. 

The survivors said they did not 
know the fate of those missing. 

The Indigirka was a ship of only 
2690 tons, but vessels plying be- 
tween the northern fishing ports 
and Viadivostok often carry large 
passenger lists. 


The Indigirka formerly was 
named the Commercial Quaker of 
the Mooremack Gulf Line and was 
used in the coastal trade between 
New York, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more and such gulf ports as New 
Orleans and Houston, The Moore- 
mack firm sold it to Russia in 
January, 1938, after operating it 
for 10 years. f 

Built in 1920, it was 253 feet long 
and had a beam of 43 feet.

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Japanese Report Rich Gold Strike 
In Formosa Rivaling the Klondike

SHANGHAI, Dec. 13. — Stories 
continue to trickle in here from 
the Japanese-owned island of For- 
mosa of a fabulous gold strike in 


Takuirj valley there. 

Reports quote the gold field 
discoverer, Mitsuro Ogusowara, 
a Formosan Government en- 
gineer, as saying the valley's allu- 
vial beds compare in importance 
with those of the Klondike. He 
says gold-beqring gravels worth 
several hundred million yen have 
already been explored and tested. 
Gold sands have been found in 
ancient riverbeds high up on the 
sides of terraced hills. There are 10 
such hills in Takuiri valley, and 
while test borings have only be- 
gun, O ra believes that 
many, if not all of them, contain 
gold, 

Ogusowara's claims must be ac- 
cepted with reserve, but it is inter-

esting to note that the Japanese 
Government has considered his find 
of sufficient importance to order 
the closure of 60 valleys in Formosa 
to private prospecting. The Takuiri 
deposits, situated in Eastern For- 
mosa, will be exploited by the Gov- 
ernment, A delegation of Japanese 
officials and engineers is leaving 
Tokyo this week to determine the 
extent of the deposits and to ex- 
plore adjacent regions. ° 
The discovery is a result of th 

Government's rather desperate ef- 
forts to boost the gold output of 
the Japanese Empire to meet the 
crisis created by the Chinese-Jap- 
anese war. The ever-increasing of- 
ficial gold premium price has some- 
what stimulated production in 
Japan, Korea and Manchoukuo, but 
the output is still far short of 
enough to cope with the annual 
drain to America necessitated by 
the unfavorable trade balance. 
Japan's monetary reserves are be- 
lieved to have dwindled alarmingly 
below the official figure of 600, 
1000,000 yen (nearly $117,000,000),

An examination of the Board of

ered, the auditors said. Charles 
Lee Barr, formerly Supply Com- 
missioner, was sentenced to four 
years in the penitentiary for em- 
bezzlement last week, following 
the discovery of shortages in his 
department. 

The Building Department is now 
headed by Joseph P. Sullivan, who 
was Acting Commissioner until last 
night when he was elected Commis- 
sioner for four years at a salary 
of $7500 a year. Eleven members 
voted for him, his brother, Dr. 
Francis C. Sullivan, refraining

$13,000 Spent in Inquiry. 

To complete the investigation of 
the Building Department would 
take about two more months, 
Ernest Boyd; partner in Boyd, 
Cronk & Co., said.. He also re- 
ported that his firm was only half 
way through its investigation of 
school affairs after six months, 
and had spent about $13,000. 

The firm undertook the inquiry 
for a $5000 fee. A motion by Board 
Member John J. Sheahan to pay 
the auditing firm no more than 
$5000 for its services was laid over 
until the next meeting by a vote 
of 7 to 5. Then a motion by Arthur 
A. Blumeyer asking President Mark 
D. Eagleton to confer with the 
auditors to determine he, much 
work remains to be done and at 
what cost was passed.

HELSINKI, Dee, 43 (AP).—A Fin- 
nish army comm ue tonight re- 
ported the destru of more Rus- 
sian tanks on the Karelian Isthmus 
front and asserted uw the enemy 
advance had been brought at least 
to a temporary standstill, 

The Finns said they captured 
many prisoners and war materials 
in severe fighting along the East- 


ern front. ＋ 

The communique said: 

“On the Karelian Isthmus there 
was chiefly localized fighting and 
activity by patrols took place dur- 
ing which @ number of enemy 
tanks were royed. 

“On the Eastern front the en- 
emy continued fierce attacks which 
for the most part were repulsed. 

“Counterattacks launched at 
Tolvajarvi ‘by Finnish troops were 
being carried out successfully. 

Tanks, Guns ) Captured. 

“We have captured five medium 
tanks, four pieces of field artillery, 
five anti-tank guns, a large num- 
ber of machine guns, etc. The ene- 
my suffered great losses in these 
battles. 

“Naval forces: Our coast bat- 
teries in Koivisto Islands (in the 
Gulf of Finland off the coast of the 
Karelian isthmus) continued the 
bombardment of the enemy op- 
erating on the mainland. 

“On Lake Ladoga our batteries 
annihilated enemy forces operating 
on coastal roads an forced back 
transport detachments near Sauna- 
niemi. 

Air forces of the enemy: They 
bombed from above the clouds in 
the vicinities of Hango and Tam- 
minsaari as well as some outer is- 
lands in the Gulf of Finland. Our 
own air forces made successful 
bombing and machine-gun raids 
against enemy motorized forces and 
infantry in different sectors of the 
war area.” 

Large Scale Attack Expected. 

Finnish Telegraphic Agency cir- 
culated a report that Soviet 
Russia, irked by Finland's resist- 
ance, is massing 1,500,000 first-line 
soldiers for a crushing blow. 

This array of manpower—nearly 
equal to the male population of 
Finland and perhaps double the 
number of men now engaged on 
both sides of the war—would be 
supported by 1000 planes, the 
agency said. 

The major thrust, according to 
the agency, is expected in the Ka- 
relian Isthmus, where Finns, en- 
trenched in the zig zag line of for- 
tifications called the Mannerheim 
line, have fought off Red invaders 
since the war started 14 days ago. 

The source of the report was not 
specified. The agency merely said 
such information had come into its 
hands. . 

Word of the imminent broaden- 
ing of the Red campaign followed 
closely on a Finnish communique 
yesterday reporting that Finnish 
troops and planes had smashed a 
large-scale offensive on the Kare- 
lian Isthmus and eastern, or Lake 
Ladoga, fronts. 

Finnish officials, meanwhile,

Subject Is War Supplies— 
English Planes Patrol 
Nazi Bases in Fight on 
Mine-Layers. 


LONDON, Dec. 13 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain told the 


House of Commons today that a 
White Paper would be issued out- 
lining the negotiations with Soviet 
Russia earlier this year, when Brit- 
ain and France tried unsuccessful- 
ly to bring Russia into a front 
against Germany. 

Chamberlain said Foreign Sec- 
retary Lord Halifax was having the 
paper prepared. 

In reply to a question the Prime 
Minister said he would consider 
steps to see that the White Paper 
was distributed widely to neutral 
nations. 

The question period in Commons 
preceded a secret session to dis- 
cuss munitions and other supply 
questions. 

Air Minister Sir Kingsley Wood 
said licenses had been granted a 
British firm to export planes to 
Finland “after consideration of all 
facts.” He did not agree with a 
questioner that planes were “badly 
needed supplies at home.” 

The Air Minister refrained from 
replying to a question whether 
there was “danger of getting the 
country involved in another war at 
the same time” by supplying Fin- 
land with aircraft. 

Guards for Secret Session. 

For the secret session, guards 
were selected and soundproof doors 
were installed in the Commons. 
Chamberlain called the closed ses- 
sion, the first since January, 1918, 
at the request of opposition party 
leaders. 

Even the attendants who stoke 
the open fires in the lobbies were 
excluded, the fire-keeping being left 
to assistant sergeants-at-arms. 

Although members were forbid- 
den to discuss proceedings witb 
anyone, sources close to the leaders 
said no important disclosures were 
expected at the one-day session. 

David Lloyd George, who had a 
prominent role in stepping-up Brit- 
ain’s munitions production as Prime 
Minister during the World War, 
took the part of the opposition in 
today’s arguments. 

Edward Leslie Burgin, Minister 
of Supply, indicated his line of 
argument for the Government 
when he said yesterday, “Britain’s 
war effort is the greatest ever 
made in world history.” 

He disclosed orders placed by his 
department in the war's first 94 
days totaled £208,000,000 (about 
$813,000,000). 

Plan to Fight Mine-Layers. 

British warplanes, trying a new 
method to head off German mine- 
laying planes, were officially re- 
ported to have made preventive 
flights last night over four of the 
Reich’s main North Sea bases. 

The Air Ministry announced 


’ gerial “security patrols” were “car- 


ried out over the seaplane bases 
at the islands of Sylt, Borkum and 
Worderney” in addition to Helgo- 
land, Germany’s island fortress. 
The patrols were designed “to 
interrupt activities of mine-laying 
aircraft,” the ministry said, re- 
porting that “despite considerable 
anti-aircraft opposition, the opera- 
tions were successfully performed.” 
Indicating the system might be- 
come general, a Ministry spokes- 
man said there was “obviously a 
lot behind it,” but that the press 
must draw its own conclusions. 
Aside from a brief communique 
reporting that the patrols were 
“continuously maintained,” the 
Ministry declined to supply details. 
The Foreign Office charged that 
Germany was using its strategic 
position to prevent war materials 
from reaching Finland from other 
countries. 
“Germany now has come out 


openly on the side of the aggres- 


sor,” it said.

Appointment of Christian Gun- 
ther, former Minister to Oslo, as 
Foreign Minister to replace Rich- 
ard Sandler was the principal Cab- 
inet change. 

Sandler, in office seven years, 
recently incurred Russian and 
German displeasure when he advo- 
cated Swedish-Finnish  fortifica- 
tions of the Aaland Islands in the 
Gulf of Bothnia, which Russia op- 
posed. Charges were made in the 
German press that he favored the 
Finns against the Russians. 

Hansson said the Government 
shared the people’s feeling for help 
of Finland, but did not elaborate. 
An official spokesman explained he 
meant the Government supported 
monetary, Red Cross, clothing and 
other aids, but there was no ques- 
tion of military assistance. 

In addition to Hansson and Gun- 
ther, the Cabinet lineup is: K. G. 
Westman, Minister of Justice; P. 
E. Skold, defense; E. J. Wigforss, 
finance; A. A. Pehrson-Branstorp, 
agriculture; F. G. Moller, social 
affairs; Gustaf Andersson, transpor- 
tation; Josta Bagge, education; J.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 13 (AF).— 
A memorandum from an official of | 
the National Labor Relations Board | 
asserting a CIO leader had told bis 
organizers in West Virginia to 
shoot organizers of the rival Pro- 
gressive Mine Workers of America 
“faster than they would shoot a 
rabbit“ was read today into the 
record of the House committee in- 
vestigating the board. 

The memorandum, from Philip 
G. Phillips, West Virginia regional 
director, to the board's secretary 
here. stated that “Van Bitner“ had 
given the shooting advice to his 
organizers at a Labor day meeting 
in Charleston. 

The memorandum gave no iden- 
tification of “Van Bitner.“ 

Edmund M. Toland, committee 
counse!, read the memorandum into 
the record during questioning of 
Joe Ozanic, president of the Pro- 
gressive Mine Workers, who lives 
at Gillespie, III. 


Text of Memorandum. 

The memorandum, dated Oct. 6, 
1938, follows: 

“If you have never been in the 
West Virginia coal fields you are 
unable to conceive the hard feeling 
existing between the Progressives 
and the United Mine Workers. The 
United Mine Workers, aj the cost 
of hundreds of lives and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, seven or 
eight years ago, successfully union- 
ized the West Virginia fields. They 
feel that the Progressives are in- 
terlopers, outlaws. In fact, at the 
Labor day meeting in Charleston, 
Van Bitner told the United organ- 
izers that they should treat a 
Progressive organizer with more 
contempt than they would a Pink- 
erton fink, and shoot them down 
faster than they would shoot a 
rabbit. 

“Unless some one steps in, hell 
will break loose in the West Vir- 
ginia fields. 

“I may remark that the mine 
owners are playing ball pretty 
closely with the United Mine Work- 
ers. They have grown to respect 
them as a result of seven years | 
of dealings and are not anxious to 
deal, and will not co-operate, with 
the Progressives.” 

Toland said the memorandum 
came from the board's informal“ 
file and dealt with the Kelly’s Creek | 
Coal Co. case which the Progres- | 
sives had filed with the board. 

Ozanic claimed that 84,000 min- 
ers had been denied their rights 
under the Wagner Labor Act and 
its administrative board—the NLRB 
—and had been forced against their 
will to join the CIO’s United Mine 
Workers when actually they wanted 
to be members of his AFL-affiliat- 
ed union. 

He told the committee: 
“Approximately 80,000 mine work- | 
ers in various coal fields have been 
denied their moral and legal rights 
under the provisions of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act to be- 
long to an organization of their 
own choosing, and these mine work- 
ers were, against their desires, be- 
ing compelled by their employers | 
and by officials of the CIO-UMWA 
(United Mine Workers of America) 
to join and pay dues to the United 
Mine Workers of America as a con- 
dition of their continued employ- 
ment.” 

William M. Leiserson, one of the 
three board members, had said yes- 
terday that the policy of the other 
two members on this point doesn't 
make sense to me.”

Warren Madden and Edwin 8.

FULL AIR CONDITIONING 


Spending $700,000 to Install 
System .on All of Its 
13 Floors. 


An air-conditioning system cost- 
ing $700,000 is being installed at 
the Famous-Barr Co., to supply 
the entire 13 floors and two bal- 
conies of the store with a tempera- 
ture of not more than 80 degrees 


during the warmest weather. 

F. Z. Salomon, general manager 
of the store, said yesterday the 
system is the largest single com- 
mercial air conditioning installa- 
tion in the United States and will 
make the Famous-Barr establish- 
ment the first major department 
store to be completely air condi- 
tioned. 

Work began a week ago, deepen- 
ing a basement in the old Cupples 
Building on the south side of St. 
Charles street between Sixth and 
Seventh streets, a block away from 
the store, where the refrigerating 
equipment will be installed. 

Air conditioning of the store 
from the basement to the sixth 
floor inclusive is expected to be 
completed by July 1, and of the 
remaining upper floors by next 
Nov. 15. More than 100 men a day 
will be employed on the installation 
during the first.six months, after 
alterations in the Cupples Building 
are completed. 

The equipment is regulated to in- 
crease its air conditioning capacity 
for crowded floors and to insure 
constant comfort for shoppers and 
employes. Some saving is expected 
as & result of the air filtering in 
that less soiled merchandise will 
have to be sold at reduced prices. 
An increase in the number of shop- 
pers during warm months also is 
expected. The average store traffic 
is 50,000 daily and more than 100,- 
000 on peak days, store executives 
say. 
The refrigerating machines which 
supply water at 45 degrees tem- 
perature to cool the air, are cap- 
able of producing a cooling effect 
equal to the melting of 600 tons of 
ice daily.

RECORDS SHOW WOMEN TODAY 
WEIGH LESS THAN THOSE OF 24 


Insurance Policies Disclose 5-Pound 
Decline in Age Groups From 
20 to 55. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—American 
women weigh less now than they 
did 15 years ago. The change is 
particularly noticeable in women 
more than 40 years old, but it is 
very definite at virtually all ages. 
The change is demonstrated in 
studies made by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co. of policies it has 
issued. 

Comparisons were made among 
women insured at periods sepa- 
rated by 10 years, the first group 
in 1922 and 1923 and tne second 


1932 to 1934. The women 5 feet 
4 inches tall and 20 to 24 years old 
in the first group weighed 127 
pounds; 10 years later the women 
in the same category weighed only 
122 pounds. The women between 
40 and 44 years i rlier pe- 
riod weighed 14 ds, but 
women of these ages 10 years later 
weighed only 144. Among women 
55 and older the reduction was 
from 152 pounds to 147.

“Since Aug. 17, however, I have 
been aware of charges by repre- 
sentatives of Hearst Magazines, 
Inc., that the difficulties it has 
encountered under the law are due 
to me and some of the consumer 
organizations. Apparently Mr. Dies 
has lent his support to an effort 
to make the consumer movement a 
red herring to divert public inter- 
est from the spcific issuees in that 
case. The whole effect is in the 
direction of pulling Mr. Hearst’s 
chestnuts out of the fire. 

“The consumer organizations 
will speak for themselves if given 
opportunity. Many consumer lead- 
ers and organizations have long 
been critical of specific advertis- 
ing practices, but do not attack ad- 
vertising as a necessary business 
institution. Many business men 
and trade associations have done 
the same. Better Business bureaus 
in many cities have long been striv- 
ing to make advertising more ef- 
fective by cleaning up falsehoods 
and deception. Are they Commu- 
nist, too? I do not believe this 
attempt to picture the consumer 
movement as a threat to American 
institutions will get by with the 
people of this country.”

Ex- Conviet Pleads Guilty 
of Futile Attempt to 


Illinois. 


DANVILLE, Ill., Dec. 13 (AP).— 
United States Attorney Arthur Roe 
announced solution of two Midwest- 
ern mail robberies after James Ar- 
thur Tracy pleaded guilty in United 
States District Court today to par- 
tieipating in an unsuccessful raia 
on a mail train July 31 near 
Onarga. 

Roe said Tracy, a 30-year-old for- 
mer convict, confessed he boarded 
the train with John F. Waldon, 38, 
hoping to seize a $56,000 payroll 
destined for the army air field at 
Rantoul. He named Johnny Black- 
well as driver of the automobile in 
which they planned to make a get- 
away. 

Waldon was captured by mail 
clerks who frustrated the robbery, 
and Tracy was picked up in St. 
Louis early in August. Blackwell 
is still at large. 

The prosecutor said Tracy con- 
fessed that he and Waldon seized 
a mail pouch containing $13,000 in 
currency at the Belvidere (III.) 
postoffice Nov. 10, 1938. 

Roe said Tracy also admitted that 
he, Waldon and Blackwell held up a 
mail truck near Beloit, Wis., late in 
1938. They escaped with six or 
seven mail pouches, but none of 
them contained valuables. 
Waldon pleaded not guilty today 
to a charge that he participated 
in the Onargo raid. Sentencing of 
Tracy was deferred until after the 
disposition of Waldon’s case. 
Tracy’s confession, made public 
after he entered his plea, detailed 
how the Onarga holdup was 
planned. Roe said Tracy told him 
the robbers made 10 to 12 trips on 
the Illinois Central train which 
carried the payroll before complet- 
ing their plans. 

It was first decided to board the 
train at Monee, Roe said, but later 
Onarga was chosen. Tracy and 
Waldron climbed into the mail car 
and demanded “the Rantoul 
money” from the two mail clerks, E. 
C. Boothman and Guy O Hern. 
One of the clerks pointed to a 
sack, but when Waldon bent over 
to pick it up, the clerks put up a 
fight. As shooting began, Tracy 
pulled the emergency cord and the 
train stopped. N 

He and Waldon jumped from the 
train, but only Tracy reached the 
car Blackwell was driving along a 
road by the tracks. 

Roe said Tracy told him he hid 
in a cornfield the night of July 31, 
spent the next night in a hotel at 
Milford, then hitch-hiked to Chi- 
cago. 

Waldon was shot in the hip and 
he broke his right leg in leaping 
from the train. He was picked up 
by the train crew and turned over 
to authorities at Champaign. 
Records at Joliet Penitentiary 
showed Tracy served part of a 
one-to-20-year sentence for robbery 
there in 1934.

basis but the rule had been ignored 
for 10 years. 

Assistant Superintendent F. M. 
Underwood reported a pension plan 
was agreed on earlier in the day at 
a meeting of a committee of teach- 
ers, principals and administrators. 
The plan has not been submitted 
yet to all teachers and principals 
for approval. It provides for com- 
pulsory retirement at 70, voluntary 
retirement at 65 and a pension 
ranging from $900 to $1500 a year.

Maj. Eliot Asserts in Speech Here

Country May Call Itself Republic or Democ- 
racy But Must Be Dictatorship to Win, 
Writer Says. 


An unsentimental and unemotion- 
al review of the European war to 
date was given to 1800 members of 
the Washington University Associa- 
tion last night in the Soldan High 
School auditorium by Maj. George 
Fielding Eliot, the military strate- 
gist whose articles have brought 


him national prominence since the 
war began. 

Speaking in measured tones, he 
outlined the war objectives of the 
four principal belligerents and 
sketched some possible courses of 
action for them, warned that in 
modern war there is no victory un- 
less “you go into it in totalitarian 
fashion with all your force,” and 
said he believed it was America’s 
job to make itself “so strong that 
we don't have to worry who wins 
the war.” 

“For a free people looking at 
war,” he said, “it is a thing to be 
avoided at all costs. 

“It makes no difference what a 
country calls itself, a republic or a 
democracy, it must be a dictator- 
ship to win in a war these days. 
The French and the British haven't 
exerted a great effort as yet, but 
already we see in those countries 
great restrictions on liberties and 
incomes which those people would 
not stand for otherwise. 

Prospect at End of War. 

“One wonders if, after the war is 
over and the inevitable depression 
and financial turmoil set in, the 
liberties given up now will ever be 
regained. He is certainly an opti- 
mist who will say now with assur- 
ance that they will be.” 

Discussing the aims of the major 
European Powers, Maj. Eliot said: 

“The military objective of thé 
Germans is to make themselves 
blockade-proof. Since they appar- 


ently can’t gain supremacy on the 


seas, they must obtain a dominant 
position on the continent. They 
learned in the last war—and no one 
learned the lessons of that war bet- 
ter—that you can’t fight a war un- 
less you have unlimited access to 
all sources of supply. 

“That is the meaning of their 
drang nach osten,“ the push to- 
ward the East. The old meaning of 
that phrase was political, but to- 
day it’s economic. The meaning 
of ‘lebensraum’ is economic, too. 
It doesn’t mean room to live but 
room to get supplies. It doesn’t 
mean that Germany necessarily 


wants to rule the countries to the 


east but merely dominate them in 
order to get raw materials. 


British Objective Order. 


order. That also sounds political, 
but it is economic. For only in an 
orderly world can that free-moving 
trade by which Britain lives con- 
tinue to exist. 

“Unfortunately, the governing 
group in England is composed of 
men who are either pretty old or 
quite young. They are too old for 
decision or too young to be experi- 
enced. The middle group, which 
might be in control, is lying under 
white crosses in Flanders Field. 
But that is one of the reasons why 


a lack of foresight, or modernism, 
in recent British policy, 

“For the French the objective is 
security. You can discount the 
Parisians, for the real strength of 
the French is in the peasants with 
their acre of land and the petit 
bourgeosie with their Government 
bonds tucked away for their old 
age. Translated: into foreign pol- 
icy, this accounts for the billions 
of francs poured into the greatest 
fortification man has ever built. 
France simply doesn't want to be 
invaded again. 

“But a considerable number of 
Frenchmen are beginning to be-

CAPSULE FOR TREATING 
SYPHILIS ANNOUNCED 


Medical Journal Publishes Rec- 
ord of Stanford U. Research 
With Drug, 


CHICAGO, Dec. 13 (AP).—A new 
drug treatment for syphilis, said to 
be effective when taken by mouth, 
has been released to doctors gen- 
erally. 

The drug, a powder that can be 
swallowed in capsule form, was dis- 
covered at Stanford University’s 
medical. school] and has been tested 
for almost four years in leading 
clinics. ; 

Formal acceptance of the medi- 
cine was announced today in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association by the Council on 
Pharmacy and Chemistry. It can 
be obtained only on an 

Heretofore the standard treat- 
ment for syphilis has been alter- 
nate injections of arsenic com- 
pounds into the vein and bismuth 
compounds into the hip muscles. 

The new drug, also a compound 
of bismuth and called sobisminol 
mass, permits elimination of bis- 
muth injections, but it must be 
taken in conjunction with injec- 
tions of one of the arsenical com- 
pounds. 


Its discoverer, Dr. Paul J. Hans- 


Un, head of Stanford's 88 
ogy department, and his associates 
said it would do what other bis- 
muth compounds apparently were 
unable to do when taken orally— 
resist digestion and penetrate the 
stomach and intestinal alls to be 
absorbed into the blond stream. 


Such penetration is necessary to 
help kill syphilis spirochetes, which 
spread to all the body’s organs and 
tissues. 

Sobisminol mass “can be used 
with caution or those individuals 
whose business or profession neces- 
sitates occasional absences from 


the physician's supervision,” the A. 
M. A. Journal says. 

“It should prove useful for per- 
sons who have unusual difficulty in 
taking injections into the muscle 
because of resultant pain and. har- 
dening of the muscles.” 

“Sobisminol mass must not be 
sold over the counter as a cure for 
syphilis,“ the Journal adds, “If it 
were thus .marketed, the product 
would be a real danger and detri- 
ment to the public health. ¥

Reports of intensified drouth in the 
United States, an increase 6f 5%c a bushel 
in the price of wheat to exporters by the 
Argentine Government and political devel- 
opments in Europe touched off buying that 
quickly carried prices 2c higher. An ad- 
vance in other commodities, especially cot- 
ton, aided the upturn. 

Attracting attention was a report by 
the Weather Bureau that widespread drouth 
continued in the United States, except in 
limited localities, and that it recently was 
intensified in many areas. Following the 
dryest fall on record, no appreciable mois- 
ture had been received during December 
from the Rocky Mountains eastward. For 
the country as a whole the bureau esti- 
mated fall shortage of moisture 400,000,- 
000,000 tons. The soil in the Western 
and Southwestern great plains, it added, 
now was subject to drifting, with condi- 
tions unusually good for dust storms next 
spring unless generous precipitation occurs 
meantime. 

Word was received that trade estimate 
of the Argentine crop placed it from only 
130,000,000 to 160,000,000 bushels. 

Corn prices advanced nearly a cent & 
bushel, taking strength from wheat.

OLITICAL leaders from all 
over the country have been in 
Washington this week, and 


there has been much political talk. 
But unless I am greatly mistaken, 
what has come of it all is the 
realization in both parties that it 


is much too early to select candi- 


dates, define the issues, or fix the 
strategy of the campaign. Impor- 


tant. practical consequences ma 

follow. 
It seems most likely that the can- 
didates of the two parties will not 
be chosen in the primaries but in 
the conventions. And this would 
mean that the responsible party 
leaders and managers are likely to 
keep themselves uncommitted to 
any of the various contenders, en- 
couraging each to demonstrate his 
strength, allowing each to exhibit 
his weakness, but helping none to 
arrive at the convention of his par- 
ty with a working majority of in- 
structed delegates. 


In the existing circumstances, 
this is much the most sensible way 
to go about the business of select- 
ing the President of the United 
States. For since there is no can- 
didate in either party whose qual- 
ifications and availability are pre- 
eminent, the attempt to make a 
nomination by rushing the pri- 
maries is almost certain to descend 
into a demagogic and rabble-rous- 
ing search for “issues” that would 
make hopelessly difficult the task 
of the next administration. 


‘No one today can possibly see 
clearly and truly the issues of the 
next year, much less of the next 
four years. And, therefore, what is 
most to be desired is that instead 
of dividing the nation into embit- 
tered factions, the parties should 
move toward a consensus in which 
on the vital matters there are no 
irreconcilable differences between 
them. 

The parties will, of course, fight 
a political campaign. But there 
will be serious decisions to be tak- 
en this winter, all through next 
summer, and after the election in

And, equally, that 
is why he ought not for some con- 
siderable time to announce a final 
and complete retirement from poli- 
tics. If he runs for a third term, 
obviously he will split his party, 
and create an issue between the 
parties which is primitive, eme 
tional and destructive of any ra- 
tional consideration of the great 
questions of our time. 

On the other hand, if he retires 
decisively, he will precipitate an 
unseemly scramble for the succes- 
sion, and in this scramble the less 
responsible and the less scrupulous 
are likely to have the advantage.

Defends Government Corporations. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

F your article, “The Government in 

Business,” in last Sunday’s paper, has a 
point, it is that there is something sin- 
ister in the fact that various Govern- 
ment agencies carry on business by 
means of incorporating their enterprises. 
Without asserting any opinion on the 
question, the article leaves us to draw 
the obvious conclusion by showing the 
outward similarity in structure between 
Government-owned corporations and pri- 
vate investment trusts and holding com- 
panies. 

I am just as critical as you are of in- 
vestment trusts and holding companies, 
and for that very reason I cannot under- 
stand what purpose is served by confus- 
ing a legitimate extension of Government 
activity with the worst examples of hold- 
ing companies and pyramiding. 

The evils inherent in certain types of 
large-scale corporate operations are two: 
separation of ownership from control and 
irresponsibility on the part of the “con- 
trol” toward investors, employes and con- 
sumers. 

The article itself shows that neither 
one of these elements is present in the 
case of the Government corporations. The 
control exercised by the Government de- 
partments over these corporate agencies 
seems to be direct and continuous, and 
the facts indicate no present danger of a 
small clique taking them over, or private 
ends. Indeed, as you point out, mest 
of these corporations are prohibited by 
charter from making profits. 

In the few instances in which this is 
not true, it appears that the Government 
itself, by ownership of a majority of the 
stock, prevents that separation of owner- 
ship and control such as exists, for ex- 
ample, in the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. or the United States Steel 
Corporation, where no one person owns 
as much as 1 per cent of the outstanding 
stock. 

With regard to the question of social 
responsibility, the article and the chart 
accompanying it show rather clearly the 
direct responsibility which each of these 
agencies has to the executive department, 
that is, to the elected officials of govern- 
ment, and indirectly to Congress.

Praises Conservation Commission. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
WOULD like to comment on the letter 
written by Walter Rolaff. 

I am a member of the original farmers’ 
organization of Phelps County. Our aim 
is not “no hunting,” as Mr. Rolaff im- 
plied, but controlled hunting. If we have 
a surplus of game, that may be hunted, 
but we are always careful that we have 
plenty of seed for next season. 

Our organization is 100 per cent behind 
the Conservation Commission, and Mr. 
Reed, our conservation agent, is the first 
agent who ever was really on the job. We 
would never vote for the old setup. 

The way we see it, our only chance to 
bring back the practically extinct deer, 
turkey and grouse is by co-operating with 
the commission. By co-operating, we had 
$1050 worth of turkeys turned loose on 
our lands, and it is entirely possible that 
we shall get breeding stock of deer and 
grouse in the near future—something 
that could not be possible any other way. 

Our stand on the red fox question is in 
accord with the commission. I doubt the 
statement that the red fox is such a game 
killer. I am not an authority on the red 
fox, but neither is Mr. Rolaff. 

In summing up, I would like to state 
the organization Mr. Rolaff heads (the 
Farmers’ Game Protection Federation of 
Phelps County) has not done anything 
to bring back game, such as deer, turkey, 
grouse or fish. A wonderful breeding and 
nesting season has much to do with the 
great increase in quail, but controlled 
bunting helped. 

I would advise Mr. Rolaff, for the bet- 
terment of hunting in Missouri, to get 
back of this present Conservation Com- 
mission. : 

Do not expect results immediately. The 
game took years to go, and it is an im- 
possibility to bring it back tomorrow.

Its function is to 
canvass the field and recommend action which must 
ultimately be taken by regularly constituted au- 
thority. Therefore the committee’s life, in all likeli- 
hood, will be brief. It is to function as a policy- 
making body. It is to point the way. The job of 
translating its recommendations into action will nec- 
essarily devolve upon the city administration itself. 
We have no doubt that the city administration is 
well equipped to do so. 

We wish for the committee success in its delibera- 
tions, and we hope that it will not permit itself to be 
sicklied o’er with the pale cast of thought.

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LAND OWNERSHIP AND THE AAA. 

If the expenditure of a billion dollars and more 
per annum on farm subsidies is to be socially de- 
fensible, the money must be distributed fairly among 
the whole agricultural population and not monop- 
olized by the landowner, to the neglect of the tenant 
farmer and sharecropper. 

That land ownership has been a topheavy factor in 
distribution of the benefit payments in the cotton- 
growing areas has long been known. In the early 
years of the AAA, this abuse was so aggravated 
as to constitute almost a national scandal. 

Since then, there have been some changes in the 
law, but the system is still grossly defective. When 
pressed to share the subsidies with tenants and 
sharecroppers, many landowners have simply in- 
stituted eviction proceedings and changed over to 
day labor. The eviction of some 900 farm families in 
Southeast Missouri last winter attracted national at- 
tention. | 

But the process goes on. Since the subsidy per 
acre on the better delta land amounts to about $20 
an acre, it is attracting the interest of big investors, 
Absentee landowners are acquiring title to large acre- 
ages and evicting tenants who have been substantial 
citizens of their communities for years. 

Last winter, it was principally Negro sharecroppers 
who suffered. This year, an equal number of these 
will be displaced, and eviction notices have been 
served on an estimated 200 white tenant farmers 
as well. The insecurity is so widespread and so 
flagrant that groups of socially minded landowners 
are holding meetings of protest. 

Sixty-five Mississippi County landowners met at 
Charleston Monday night and adopted resolutions de 
manding that the regulations be changed so as to halt 
the eviction of tenants and sharecroppers and their 
replacement by cheap labor sifting in from the South. 
A similar meeting was held at Sikeston last week. 

This condition amounts to a major national prob- 
lem. The Farm Security Administration esti- 
mates that more than 2,000,000 farm workers have 
already been uprooted from the Boil and thrown into 
the ranks of the unemployed. : 

The damage already done in displacing landle 
farmers is perhaps beyond repair. But it is not too 
late to halt the process of disinheritance. When 
will Congress bestir itself and rewrite the law 
so as to protect those who need aid worst of all?

Whatever was at the bottom of the mistrials

with Nick’s family—the cause of the collapse in the 
third setting demands the most searching kind of 
investigation, The people of St. Louis may not 
know much about the third blowup, but they know 
enough to make it necessary for them to know a 
lot more. 

What do they know? They know that Monday was 
the day of the third trial for John P. Nick, movie 
union rackéteer. They know that 12 veniremen had 
been qualified from a panel of 40. They know that 
during the noon recess, a member of the panel, not 
selected for service in the case, went to Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller and told him that he had been approached 
at his home by a stranger who said it would be 
“worth $50 to $100 and maybe more to go easy on 
Nick if you are called on the jury.” They know 
that Judge Aronson discharged the panel and laid 
the case over to Jan. 8, when it will come up before 
Judge Rowe. They know that the Court, the Pros- 
ecutor and the veniremen have been exceedingly tight- 
lipped since. 

One question needs to be answered above all 
others: Why did a stranger, who was interested 
in the Nick case, know that George H. Weber had 
been called for jury service? The names of pros- 
pective jurors are not to be bandied about. They 
should be guarded with strictest secrecy. They 
should be known only to trusted employes in the 
Jury Commissioner’s office and to members of the 
Sheriff's staff who must serve the calls to jury 
duty. Trial by jury becomes a mockery if the names 
of prospective jurors can be learned by persons 
with sinister ends to serve. 

Venireman Weber did right in confiding in the 
Court. 
halting the proceedings; if one venireman had been 
approached, others might have been. It may have 
come as a bolt from the blue to Circuit Attorney 
Miller. Grant all that. 

But this is not the end of their responsibility. 
Here, then, is where their responsibility begins. 
For the third time in one case, the processes of 
justice have been brought to a complete stop in 
Judge Aronson’s court.

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TOM-TOM SOLO BY MR. ICKES. 

It is touching to see the devotion with which 
the administration family beats the third-term tom- 
tom. Ambassador Kennedy whammed it vigorously 
the other day when he sagely announced that no 
one except Mr. Roosevelt was competent to run the 
country in these critical times. Now Secretary 
Ickes gets in a few resounding thumps by finding 
another reason for considering F. D. R. indispensa- 
ble. The third term is essential, says Harold the 
Bold, for “preservation of our democracy against 
perils that threaten it.” 

“Well, well,” the average reader must have re- 
marked to himself on reading that eloquent indorse- 
ment, “so our democracy is in such a bad way that 
nobody but Roosevelt can keep it going. Or does Mr. 
Ickes mean that no other prospect for the job wants 
to keep it going?” In either event, Mr. Ickes 18 
indulging in the form of partisan pessimism gen- 
erally known as hokum. His implied slogan, “Re- 
elect Roosevelt or lose your liberties,” is solid 
hokum, too, and has certain ominous overtones 
through its resemblance to the battle cries used by 
some of Europe’s dictators on their rise to power. 

At any rate, while it’s far from true that a third 
term is the only way to save democracy, there is 
one thing it will save. That’s Mr. Ickes’ pleasant 
job as Secretary of the Interior.

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NLRB UNDER THE SEARCHLIGHT. 

There will be plenty of fireworks in the House 
committee’s investigation of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, if the opening days of the inquiry are 
a fair indication. The hearings are barely under 
way, and already evidence of dissension within the 
board has been disclosed, in addition to the expected 
objections to certain of its methods hy employers. 

Plenty of heat may be expected, but what the 
public hopes for is light, It has been predicted that 
the inquiry will be conducted in a spirit hostile to 
the NLRB, since the chairman of the committee is 
Representative Howard W. Smith of Virginia, an 
outspoken critic of the Wagner Act. However, the 
first criticisms of the board cannot be laid at its 
enemies’ doors, since they came from one of its own 
members, William M. Leiserson. 

If the committee hopes to be effective, it must 
be scrupulous to conduct its inquiry on a fair basis. 
Its methods come into question when it refuses to 
allow the two other members of the board, J. 
Warren Madden and Edwin 8. Smith, to answer 
Leiserson’s criticisms immediately, and when Chair- 
man Smith goes so far as to call this reasonable re- 
quest “a little presumptuous.” 

Many friends of the Wagner Act, resentful over the 
inquiry in the first place, will be tempted to make a 
blanket defense of the board, and to condemn every 
action of the committee. Their zeal may, in the end, 
do more harm than good, The NLRB and the Wag- 
ner Act represent new principles in American labor 
relations. It would be unreasonable to expect these 
innovations to work perfectly from the very start. 
As in any human enterprise, modifications and 
amendments are in order. If labor zealots resist 
reasonable changes, they may stir public opposi- 
tion to the point that all the recent progress in es- 
will be endangered.

HE political and military consequences 
1 of Soviet Russia’s change of front it may 

not be possible to estimate for years to 
come, but when Von Ribbentrop and Molo- 
tov put their signatures to the so-called non- 
aggression pact, on Aug. 23, 1939, Soviet Rus- 
sia liquidated the Communist party. 

On that day, organized Communism as an 
economic world program, as we have known 
it since 1917, was shattered. And this I, for 
one, call an unmixed good from any broad 
social point of view. 

We can now examine anew the economic 
question on its merits and without the ex- 
traneous issues and irrelevant irritants un- 
necessarily injected into it in recent years. 
We can, therefore, examine it with better 
prospect of solution, a fact that will be wel- 
comed by all except the fanatics at the oppo- 
site extremes of the economic controversy. 
Indeed, the reactionaries will have the great- 
est cause for regret. The Communist party 
has been their most valuable asset. 

The Communist experiment reared by 
Lenin on the principles of Marx is dead. To 
say that it was slain by Stalin in the full- 
ness of life on Aug. 23, 1939, is not historical- 
ly accurate. He only gave it the coup de 
grace. Perhaps it never really lived, but was 
born a monstrosity, doomed to early death. 

‘That Karl Marx would have found life in 
Soviet Russia unbearable in the past few 
years (and been relieved of the strain by 
a shot fired in the course of one of Mr. 
Stalin’s purges) seems self-evident. He 
would have been disillusioned and wretched 
almost from the beginning. 


Now, not by the most charitable construc- 
tion can it be said that the Western world 
has made much social progress in the gener- 
ation since the first World War. It is a 
savage commentary on Western civilization 
that the only visible economic betterment is 
in large measure attributable to the frantic 
rearmament of the past three or four years. 

Aside from that, a large part of the pop- 
ulation has been unemployed, under-nour- 
ished, supported by governmental dole or 
charity, dejected and depleted of hope. A 
civilization which had wrung from nature 
its innermost secrets and laid the atomic ele- 
ments in subjection has been unable to feed 
and clothe its people. 

It has been distinctly to the material ad- 
vantage of the most powerful groups in so- 
ciety that there be no serious approach to 
the cause of the breakdown, at least no ap- 
proach that threatened fundamental 
changes. The status quo constitutes the 
most formidable vested interest in society. 

But almost equally important with the 
vested interest in the status quo has been the 
paralyzing influence of the Communist party 
not Communism and Socialism as doctrine, 
but organized Communism with its irrele- 
vant excrescences and psychiatric accompa- 
niments. The Communist party provided a 
red herring to be drawn across every trail 
that might lead to economic reconstruction. 

One of the sad phenomena of our times 
has been the political homelessness of a 
large class of the well-educated,

From that point for- 
ward, democracy was the goal of all right- 
thinking men, the American Declaration of 
Independence became a sacred document to 
American Communists,

Democracy was the watchword and Fascist 
nations the arch-fiends until Aug. 23, 1939, 
after which the alliance with Germany 
proved that, the Germans being given a free 
hand to make war on Poland, the Soviet 
Union worked only for peace and the nations 
that resisted Germany were making im- 
perialist wars. To be a good Communist in 
the past 10 years, it was required to believe 
and to say all these things, to defend any of 
them at one time and their exact opposites 
at another time.

CANCER TREATMENT 
BY FREEZING OR HEAT 


Doctor Discusses Ways 
Preparing Growths That 
Resist X-Rays.

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 13 (AP).— 
The effectiveness of the treatment 
of cancer may be increased through 


freezing and atom-tagging, research 
specialists were told here last night. 
Dr. Francis Carter Wood, director 
of the Crocker Institute of Cancer 
Research, New York, said a freez- 
ing process might provide means of 
making certain cancerous growths 
susceptible to successful treatment 
by X-ray or radium. 

He told the Radiological Society 
of North America that the intro- 
duction of some chemical into a 
cancer or the application of heat 
also might prove to be the wedge 
for a cure. 

Dr. Wood asserted that certain 
cancers could not be treated by 
radiation because of their resist- 
ance to doses, and freezing of this 
type of cancer had been used with 
some degree of success in arresting 
its spread. 

Dr. William F. Bale of Rochester, 
N. Y., who discovered that an atom 
could be tagged by radioactivity 
and followed through a human 
body, said the discovery might pro- 
vide cures for several diseases, in- 
cluding cancer. So far, Dr. Bale 
said, iron, sulphur, potassium, so- 
dium and carbon were among the

X-Ray Expert Says Shakespeare 
Portraits Are of Earl of Oxford 


Charles W. Barrell Believes Pictures Were 
“Doctored” to Hide Evidences of Nobility 
and Protect Family From Theater Stigma. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP). — group 


X-ray evidence that three world-fa- 
mous paintings supposedly of Wil- 
liam Shakespeare actually are of 
Edward de Vere, Earl of Oxford— 
interpreted as corroborating the 
theory that the Earl was the real 
author of Shakespeare’s plays—was 
reported today by Charles W. Bar- 
rell, photographic expert and 
Shakespearean student. 


After three years’ research and 
investigation with X-ray and infra- 
red ray photography, Barrell says 
in an article in the forthcoming 
issue of Scientific American that 
he is convinced the portraits had 
been doctored soon after Oxford’s 
death to conceal evidences of no- 
bility and protect the family name 
from the supposed stigma of con- 
nection with the theater. 

The pictures are the - Ashbourne 
portrait, of uncertain authorship, 
in the Folger Shakespeare library 
at Washington; the Janssen 
Shakespeare in the same gallery; 
and the Hampton Court Shake- 
speare in the British Royal collec- 
tion, 

X-ray pictures of the Ashbourne 
portrait which he made in 1937, 
Barrell says, disclosed the follow-

On a ring, the boar’s head seal 
of the Oxford family. 

Hidden in the background the 
crest of Oxford’s wife’s family, 
the Trenthams. 

A large ruffed collar, an ap-- 
purtenance of nobility, which had 
been reduced to more bourgeois 
dimensions; 

Forehead and hair strikingly 
similar to Oxford’s which had 
been disguised. 

In the background, the initials 
of Cornelius Ketel, a great Dutch 
painter, to whom Barrell at- 
tributes the picture. 

An old inscription, identifying 
the subject as Shakespeare, also 
was analyzed, he says, as a spuri- 
ous addition. 


Barrell found similar alterations 
in features and in noble dress in 
the other two pictures. The theory 
that the Ashbourne portrait had 
been doctored was advanced by M. 
H. Spielmann, English art expert, 
30 years ago. 

Barrell is American secretary of 
the Shakespeare Fellowship, a 
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common newspaper story— 
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espousing the Oxfordian 
theory of the authorship of Shake- 
speare’s plays, as other groups at- 
tribute them to Sir Francis Bacon 
and the Earl of Rutland. 


The main basis for these vari- 
ous schools of thought is that there 
is so little data about Shake- 
speare’s life and considerable mys- 
tery about where an uneducated 
boy from rustic Stratford acquired 
the background to write such mas- 
terpieces. 


The Oxfordians believe Shake- 
speare was merely Oxford’s agent, 
and that the Earl put out his plays 
under Shakespeare’s name because 
literary and dramatic activities 
were scorned, especially for the no- 
bility, at the time. 


The claim of the Oxfordians was 
first advanced seriously in 1920 in 
J. Thomas Looney’s “Shakespeare 
Identified in Edward de Vere, the 
Seventeenth Earl of Oxford.” Like 
the Baconians and those who 
argued in favor of the authorship 
of the Earls of Rutland and Der- 
by, the Oxfordians proceeded upon 
the a priori belief that the Stratford 
actor could not possibly have writ- 
ten the works attributed to him. 


The Earl of Oxford was a lyric 
poet of some merit and had be- 
friended many men of letters. He 
sat on the special commission for 
the trial of the unhappy Mary, 
Queen of Scots, and took part in 
the trials of Philip Howard, Earl 
of Arundel for high treason, and 
of the Earls of Essex and South- 
ampton.

Monopdly Witness SFFKS CHANGE IN RULE 
ON OIL STATION TANKS 


Service Board Says, Public Has 
No Voice in ‘Matter Despite 
Provision for Hearings. 


Members of the Board of Public 
Service yesterday directed Carter 
Burns, secretary, to confer with the 
city law department about the pos- 
sibility of amending an existing 
ordinance requiring public hear- 
ings on applications to install tanks 
for filling stations. 

Under the present law the board 
schedules public hearings on all 
such applications, but despite any 
protests that might be made, must 
lissue the permit if ordinance pro- 
visions are complied with. Those 
‘include a rule forbidding placing 
tanks closer than 250 feet to a 
public meeting place, requiring 
them to be at least 10 feet from 
the property line, and other safe- 
ty regulations.

to become available. The first 
World War caught all industrial 
nations flat-footed. Few even dim- 
ly imagined the extent to which 
economic warfare would go. None 
knew how to wage that kind of 
war. There was no precedent and 
no model.

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were under- organized; in this war 
we are over- organized.“ The Econ- 
omist comments: The Government 
is well on its way toward dominat- 
ing at least one half and possibly 
two-thirds of the entire economic 
activity of the country.” 


A Negative Economy. 


This includes labor and agricul- 
ture. It Includes complete Govern- 
ment price-fixing and licensing of 
all food dealers and many other ac- 
tivities. It includes rationing, and 
the application of this to petrol has 
tied the gas and fuel station indus- 
try into knots and produced a great 
flood of unemployment in the white- 
collar classes. The increased tax 
and credit burden has staggered 
many private enterprises. 

It is unwise and a little unfair to 
draw ultimate conclusions from 
these early dislocations and appar- 
ent frustration of purpose. The 
controls are not yet co-ordinated 
as they were here by our War 
Industries Board. There were ter- 
rific shifts and adjustments to be 
made in the normal pattern. Once 
made, there may be a healthy re- 
adjustment of the whole economy to 
the new basic economic scheme. 
But that isn’t the trend today. The 
Economist says: “—Suspicion is 
slowly dawning that the direction 
of our new planned economy is 
almost wholly regative. Nearly 
every Government department is 
engaged in stopping some form of 
activity. But very few of them are 
putting even a fraction of the 
energy into the job of creating new 
wealth to replace what they stran- 
gle at birth.” It also refers to the 
“increasing mood of frustration 
creeping over the British people.” 
All of this will probably be 
worked out and taken care of as 


One of the greatest menaces to 
America today comes from those 
who use subtle means to disrupt 
and break down family life, he as- 
serted. The sharp increase in di- 
vorces in recent years indicates 
the force of this menace, he said.

Head-Banging 
Common Habit 
Of Childhood 


a 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HAT can be done for a little 
Wa. 3 years old, who has the 

habit of rhythmically rocking 
to and fro and banging her head 
against the back of the chair? 

Head-banging of this sort is a 

very common nervous condition in 
childhood. It is not due to any or- 
ganic nervous disease, but is the 
result of habit. It begins as an ex- 
pression of general nervous irrita- 
tion and as the habit grows it be- 
comes more and more difficult to 
break it. The first attacks usually 
begin about bedtime. The children 
seldom harm themselves, but it be- 
comes very annoying to parents and 
onlookers. 
Treatment may be in the form of 
restraint or by the use of a sedative 
at bedtime. In some children re- 
straint, however, simply makes 
them worse. When the child ts old 
enough, the best treatment, by all 
means, is in the form of education 
to argue him out of it. 


Does the wearing of dentures 
affect the sense of taste? 

Artificial teeth are generally. be- 
lieved to affect taste, but the facts 
are that they do not alter taste ap- 
preciably at all. Experiments made 
by Prof. Laird at Philadelphia with 
different substances—sweet, salt, 
tart tastes—showed no change. The 
people on whom the experiment 
was made were blindfolded and 
even in great dilutions they were 
able to tell sweet tastes and even 
distinguish between orange, pine- 
apple and grapefruit juice. 

It must be remembered that taste 
preferences change with passing 
years, whether one wears dentures 
or not, and that there is a numbing 
due to age, which is probably why 
people believe that the dentures 
actually affect their sense of taste.

Noodles, farina dump- 
lings, or liver dumplings may be 
served, but the soup must be crystal 
clear and have a golden glow.”
